1 . Applicant's arguments have bee fully considered and are persuasive, see

reasons: 

As to claims 2-4, 7, the prior art does not teach or suggest the substrate testing 
apparatus particularly defined by the characteristic of a plurality of probe units disposed 
to cover respective intersections of rails included in the first rail group and the rails 
included in the second rail group, wherein all of the probe units are concurrently 
movable along the rails included in the first rail group and the second rail group, in 
combination with the other claimed features.
